“Oue of tbe strongest forces 
behind the equal suffrage senti¬ 
ment of the country,” says the 
President, “is the now demonstra¬ 
ted fact that in suffrage states wo¬ 
men interest themselves in public 
questions, study them thoroughly, 
form their opinions and divide as 
men do concerning them.” * 

Referring to advocates of state 
and national action on suffrage, 
the letter continues: 

“Both great political parties of 
tbe nation have in their recent 
platforms favored the extension 
of suffrage to women through slate 
action, and I do not see how their 
candidates can consistently disre¬ 
gard these official declarations. I 
shall,endeavor to make the decla¬ 
ration of my own party in this 
matter effectual by every influence 
that I can properly and legitimate¬ 
ly exercise.” 

Woman’s part in tbe progress 
of tbe race, the letter says, “is as 
important as man’s” and “Affrage 
and service go liaod in hand.” 

"Tbe war in Europe has forever 
set at rest the notions that natioos 
depend in times of stress wholly 
upon their men.”

Mexico, in oil and mineral?, have 
been made over by concessions to 
Elglish, German, French, Dutch 
aud American owners on such 
terms that tbe national w-alth 
flows to other lands, and the na¬ 
tive Mexican wealth Is exploited 
so that the Workers continue im¬ 
poverished and unenlightened. 

The dictatoral and autocratic 
power of earlier presidents crush¬ 
ed out the democratic spirit and 
imposed throughout Mexico the 
rule of unscrupulous and all-pow¬ 
erful political agents, who manip¬ 
ulated elections, administered the 
laws to suit the interests in power, 
and ruled with ruthless military 
authority. 

Education, marriage and other 
social institutions have been church 
monopolies, and have resulted in 
ignoranotf and general neglect of 
wbat we consider common duties of 
deoent living. Insurrection, revo¬ 
lution and local anarchy have pre¬ 
vailed for a period of years. 

From the chaos some order ia 
gradually appearing. In the 
judgment of men competent to 
form an intelligent and fair opin¬ 
ion, the so-called First Chief and 
his assistants are endeavoring hon¬ 
estly and with a fair mersureof 
success to restore government aud 
redress the age old wrongs of the 
Mexican people. 

A large number of the states 
are at peace. As rapidly and just¬ 
ly as possible land is allotted to 
small holders on terms that guar¬ 
antee continued cultivation of the 
soil and tbe independence of tbe 
workers. The local political auto¬ 
crats of the earlier regime are be¬ 
ing gradually supplanted by duly 
constituted civil officers, who rep¬ 
resent the best element in their 
communities. The church monop¬ 
olies are abridged and education 
and other important matters plac¬ 
ed under civil authority. In a 
number of states traffic in aloo- 
bolic drinks has been abolished 
with immediate good results. 

There bas developed au intense 
rivalry among the different states 
to see which can organize the 
greatest number of schools. Al¬ 
ready there are said to be twenty 
times as many schools as in the 
last epoch of President Diaz, and 
under the influence of Carranza 
five hundred teachers hare been 
sent to the United States to study 
modern pedagogy and school ad¬ 
ministration. 

Several of the states, chiefly in 
the north near the United States 
border, are unsettled and in insur¬ 
rection.
